In Prohibition Iow a— Not So in Illinois. 


W e believe that opposition strength* 
fils everything either good or bad, and 
the following from the Clinton. 
Iowa, 
Herald, confirms the belief: 
Every careful observer must admit 
that in the small towns and rural dis­ 
tricts of Iowa the drink habit is large­ 
ly on the increase. 
This is especially 
true of the so-called 
prohibition dis­ 
trict-. ft G now twenty years since the 
crusade in favor of constitutional prohi­ 
bition began. Th e young men of today 
were children then or have si: ce been 
born. 
Si nce that crusade began there 
han practically been a cessation of ef­ 
fort to keep young men in the 
way of 
right living by appealing to reason, it 
has been law, law. law. prosecution and 
prosecution, and all 
for what? 
The 
small towns have become the victinrib 
of drug store and jag whisky. 
Feed 
barob. in prohibition towns, are the hot 
beds of vice. 
The hay mows are tilled 
with jugs and the boys and young men 
are jug handle devotees to an alarm ing 
extent. 
Iowa would be a hundred-fold 
better off with 
a 
licensed saloon in 
every incorporated town than to have 
present conditions cootlnued. 
Everybody would be glad if the habit 
of intoxication was unknown to the hu­ 
man race; but it is not. 
It is amonh 
the boys and young men that the barm 
is wrought. 
It is a 
hundred 
times 
worse to steal into a drug store or in ­ 
to the loft of a hay barn and get drinks 
of whisky than to walk into an open 
saloon and orink in 
front of a bar. 
Law cannot make men sober and it has 
been demonstrated that law, while 
it 
may curtail the volume sold, 
creates 
conditions that make the use of liquor 
much more demoralizing. 
Th e point th e lle ra ld wouldmake is that 
effort should be along morabsuasion.or 
lessons in right living, instead of de­ 
pendency upon inanim ate, non-enforce- 
able lawb. 
The old fashioned tem per­ 
ance meetings did 
much good. 
The 
bands of hope, the lodges and othe 
forms of work had mm h good influence. 
W orking 
for temp, rar.ee has been 
practically 
eliminated 
from 
public 
effort. 
In 
Iowa there 
arc compar- 
tively few young men of twenty-five 
years of age who evor heard a tem per­ 
ance talk,' or -who can remember of 
having ever attended 
any 
kind 
of a 
gathering where admonition relative 
to drink was t he principal theme. 
The repeal of the prohibitory law, 
we believe, would 
be a step in the 
right direction 
A strong, consistent 
license law. with local option, would 
be preferable. 
There seems to be a breaking away 
from prohibition by the country press 
of the State. 
Kor years newspapers 
have been silent because they say what 
they thought 
was to provoke bitter 
criticism on the part of radicals, hence 
silence was considered the better part. 
Two cases are citod below, both 
from 


Decatur county: 
The Davis City Advance says that 
seventeen jugs of whisky were received 
by express consigned to different par­ 
lies in that place one day last week, 
twenty-one the next and soventeen 
in 
the next and says that is the way pro­ 
hibition “ prohibits” in Davis C ity and 
vicinity, and adds: 
“ This is not particu larly our business, 
for the parties who ordered it have a 
perfect right to do so. But that whisky 
represents u lot of money, spent mostly 
by parties who can ill afford 
to spare 
it. 
They w ill have it. 
however, 
and 
that bt ing the case, we would prefer to 
see the money spent in a 
way that 
would do some good to the town instead 
of all going to other States. Davis City 
could have a revenue of at least $1,001) 
per year to apply to city expenses and 
improvements, and wecandidly believe 
there would be no more whisky drank 
and no more harm done bv it than at 
present. 
W e voted for prohibition but 
wa favor the submission of the saloon 
question to the voters of Davis county.’ 
The Leon Jou rn al copies the above 
aud ¡-ays: 
“ That the drink habit is alarm ingly 
on the increase in our town and county 
is a fact patent to everyone, but how to 
counteract it is the question which con­ 
fronts the friends of order and m orali­ 
ty. 
As the use of intoxicants becomes 
more universal there is a eom-pond- 
iug increase in lawlessness and acts of 
ruffianism and indecency thruout our 
county. 
There are tho.se who believe 
that the lim it of forbearance ha* been 
aached and that uow is the time to 
adopt and execute sucb 
measure* a- 
will diminish the drink habit and the 
evils which result therefrom .”
